fired at least three shots at the 
presidential automobile as the 
President was on his way to the 
palace from his home.

President Yrigoyen has long 
be2n one of the most powerful 
figures in Argentina. He was first 
elected President in 1916 and re- 
mained in office until 1922.

NEW YORK GANTS SUE 
FORMER TREASURER 


In $250,000 Action, F. X. Mc- 
Quade Is Accused of Try- 
ing to Destroy Assets. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.— The Na- 
tional Exhibition Co., managing 
company of the New York Giants 
baseball team, today filed suit in 
Supreme Court against its former 
treasurer, Magistrate Francis X. 
McQuade, for $250,000 damages, 
charging that he attempted to de- 
stroy the assets and property of 
the corporation, gave away com- 
pany secrets and even assaulted 
officers and directors of the com- 
pany. 

“All of the acts and conduct of 
defendant.“ declares the complaint, 


Were with the intent of injuring 


the plaintiff's standing and repu- 
tation in the community and of de- 
stroying its property, assets and 
earning power.“ 

Tt is charged that McQuade 
eaused colléges to cancel contracts 
for use of the Poto Grounds and he 
frequentiy stood at the entrance 
gates of the grounds admitting 
“vast numbers K people” to view 
Polo Grounds spectacles without 
tickets or other permission t6 en- 
ter. 

While treasurer, McQuade “at- 
tempted to induce and influence 
officials and directors to pay him- 
and other officers increased and 
unconscionable salaries” and for- 
mulated plang to divide the income 
of the corporation, for the sole 
benefit of himself and other offi- 
cers, the complaint states. 

When officers and directors of 
the corporation refused to comply 
with his demands, it is declared he 


attempted to wreck the firm. An- 


other accusation ig that he har- 
assed and insulted committees rep- 
resenting colleges, thus preventing 
renting of the Polo Grounds for 
football exhibitions. 

McQuade also is accused of in- 
sulting, assaulting and “falsely 
imprisoning” spectators at the Polo 
Grounds, this resulting in legal ac- 
tions against the corporation, of 
harassing employe. of the Polo 
Grounds, of accompanying the 
team to training camps and else- 
where without permission and act- 
ing so improperly that members of 
the team and officers of the cor- 
poration were invited to get out of 
quarters in which they were sta- 
tioned; and of making ‘public in 
advance information concernin 
the corporation's plans to cue 
new players with the result that 
the Giants were forced to pay 
higher: prices for their services.

IN CALKED BARREL” 


Gale Creates Vacuum in 
Quarters and Not Even a 
Cigarette Burns—Ashes

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Six men, 
weak, hungry and coid, yesterday 
watched a tug fight its way 
through three inches of ice to get 
to them at the water intake crib 
five miles out in the lake. 

They strengthened themselves 

with the provisions the tug brought | 
and then told how the gale accom- | 
panying last week's blizzard put 
out their lights and fires, ruined 
their food, sucked the air of their 
cold quarters, entombed them in 
‘ jce and isolated them. 

“The men became nearly frantic 
and 1 was frightened some my- 
self.“ said Keeper John G. Beuck- 
man. “We were trapped like rats 
in a caiked barrel. One man 
smashed a window, but it did no 
good. Water splashed in and ice 
quickly stopped the breach. The 
place became almost a vacuum and 
it was difficult to breathe. 

“No fire could be kept. Not 
even a cigarette would burn. Water 
clogged the chimney and cinders 
and ashes showered over our pro- 
visions.” - 

When the gale abated. Beuck- 
man chopped his way up an 87 
foot. ice-covered ladder to relight 

the beacon. 

The six men composed the crew 
of the water intake crib. through 
which Chicago draws part of its 
supply of water. They guard the 
intake and maintain the beacon.

After his return to the capital, 
Harris said he had a long talk with 
the President and that their rela- 
tions before and after the confer- 
ence were as cordial as they al- 
ways had been. 

Harris said he would seek early 
action on his resolution to direct 
the law enforcement commission to 
present a preliminary report to 
Congress on prohibition unless a re- 
port is offered voluntarily.

The work moved slowly by rea- 
son of the accuracy demanded. Not 
only length of trench was meas- 
ured, but also note of the exact 
width every few feet was made. 
Where there was doubt or dispute 
as to location of the trench or 
cable, a spade was used to dig 
for it. 

Particular attention was devoted 
to length of single conduetor gec- 
ondary cable, an item that was 
challenged by Comptroller Nolte 
in February, 1927. when Ryckott 
submitted his final estimate. Nolte 
held up the estimate, and after an 
investigation by inspectors and en- 
gineérs in his office, declared 
Ryckoff had overcharged the city 
about 349.000 on this item alone.

WASHINGTON, Dec 24. — 
President Hoover yesterday signed 
a bill to authorize construction of 
veterans’ hospital facilities to 
cost $15,950,000. 

Forecasting further projects for 
the care and treatment of veterans, 
the Chief Executive announced he 
had directed the medical council 
of the Veterans’ Bureau to study 
the future hospitalization needs in 
view of prospective increases in in- 
capacitated service men. 

An increase of 4491 beds is pro- 
vided in the new law. These will 
be distributed in 19 different 
building projects, four of which 
are to be néuro-psychiatric hos- 
pitals. 

This measure brings the total 
expended and authorized for hos- 
pitals under the Veterans’ Bureau 
to $104,435,942, Despite this in- 
crease, however, a report to Con- 
gress from the Veterans’ Bureau 
indicates that many veterans in 
contract hospitals will have to re- 
main there until additional facili- 
ties are constructed.

Latin Patriarch, accompanied by 
his clergy and escorted by Mount- 
ed Police, came to Bethichem to- 
day for the observance of Christ- 
mas. The trip was made by mo- 
tor, a great, change from the olden 
days when the Patriarch p ed 
his prelates mounted on a charger.“ 
In medieval days the patriarch’s 
retinue was an imposing affair with 
knights, ptigrims and religious and 
lay dignitaries. . 1 
Tonight the Patriarch with his 
suite and congregation will proceed 
to the old Franciscan convent, just 
north of the Church of the Nativ- 
ity, for the midnight portificai 
mass. The Anglicans will ‘intone 
their Christmas hymns just oppo- 
site in the Greek convent adjoin- 
ing the church on the southern 
side. 1 

No seryices were held today in 
the age-old sanctuary above the 
grotto where Christ was born. Both 
Catholic and Anglicans are barred 
from worshiping there on Christ- 
mas eve. This is the privilege re- 
served to members of the Greek 
orthodox church who have granted 
the Anglican Bishop the use of the 
convent but not of the church it- 
self. 

Only the grotto of the birth may 
be visited by the Cutholies during 
the midnight mass and. at the 
given moment, the Patriarch, with 
the @pngregatio&n following him, 
will descend to the grotto where 
he will read the Christmas mes- 
sage. :

AS SHIELDS IN RIOTS 


43 of Them and Only One 
Man Killed by British 
Troops.

LONDON, Dec. 24.—The num- 
ber of those killed in rioting in 
Southeast Nigeria, British West 
Africa, has increased to at least 43 
women and one man. 

In explaining the large number 
of casualties among the women 
Dr. D. Shields, Under-Secretary of 
State for the colonies, told the 
House of Commons that the native 
men armed with machetes had put 
groups of women in front of them 
while advancing on British troops 
in the expectation that the soldiers 


would not fire on the women. 
Most of the casualties occurred 


and one man were shot to death 
and eight women were pushed into 
river and drowned. Ten other 
omen died of gunshot wounds 
later. 

Another group of six women was 
shot and killed in a second riot at 
Abaka two days later when a mob 
attacked Government headquart- 

During still other riots at Aba 
and the Imo River district some 
European women were reported to 
h&ve been assaulted and traders 
and administrative officers mo-

“To say that Catholic Action is, 
engaging in politics to elude that 
t ticle of the treaties je—if it is 
permitted to say it to the father 
who feel himself calumniated 
because of his sons and such dear 
sons—a thing absolutely contrary 
to truth.“ said the Pope.

Florence 1600 the story leaps to 

France when the Napoleonic Em- 
pire is about to fall, then to the 
year 1849, then to Germany in 
1900, then to America in 1919. The 
apparent historical gaps in the nar- 
rative do not break the continuity, 
as might be expected. 

At the same time in Florence the 
reader witnesses the making of a 
Jeweled coronet for a French 
nobleman (the Count of Senlis), 
the mending of a silver whip for a 
barbaric Russian nobleman and 
the founding of a new aristocratic 
family by a clever peasaht who 
grows immensely wealthy by cor- 
nering the pork market of Flor- 
ence. As the tale develops, the 
whip and the coronet appear from 
time to time as symbols of arro- 
gance and cruelty, and the race of 
the scheming butcher of Florence 
grows mightier in the affairs of 
men. The story -ends with “the 
eternal recurrence“ of the aristo- 
cratic principle in our own country 
of today, when the degenerate de- 
scendant of the Counts of Senlis 
weds the daughter of an illiterate 
pork packer, the old coronet being 
muchin evidence at the wedding. 
The other symbol, the silver whip 
of cruelty, seems to have been for- 
gotten by the author in the con- 
cluding portion of his tale, though 
he makes impressive use of it 
throughout the rest of the work. 
But there may have been method 
in this apparent oversight after all. 
Perhaps the author realized that 
the silver whip of monstrous cruel- 
ty will be conspicuous in a coming 
chapter of the continuing tragi- 
comedy of human ety. 

There is nowhere in the novel 
any attempt to achieve a show of 
greatness by writing grandly. All 
is told with a sincere simplicity, 
the effect of which is sometimes 
overwhelming, notably in that por- 
tion of the book which deais with 
Napoieon’s Russian campaign. 

“Coronet” is far and away be-

While most of the out-of-town 
elevens which have appeared here 
for years were made up mainly of 
English and Scottish players, the 
Holley eleven ts.a-mizture of just 
about everything, with six nations 
represented. Two American-born 
Dlayers— Alec Woods and Milton 
Gavin are on the roster. Woods, a 
former star with the Brickleyers 
of Chicago, will be at a fullback 
position, while Gavin, a center for- 
ward, may not appear here, Man- 
ager George Visser preferring to 
use George Chambers, a former 
Scottish star. 

While the contest is only an & 
hibition, it will serve to show what 
chance St. Louis téams will have 
in the later matches in the Nation- 
al Challenge Cup competition. The 
Holleys in Midwestern League 
games have defeated both the 
Carpenters and Sparta, two of 
Chicago’s best, and thus a victory 
for the Ben Millers will enhance 
the St. Louis team’s chances of 
getting somewhere in the national 
title hunt. 

That the Detroit entry is not 
figuring the St. Louis teams lightly 
is shown by the fact that all season 
the main purpose of the Holley 
management has been to strength- 
en enough to stop the local elevens 
in the national series.
